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1* The Premantura zone, which in the past had no defensive works, was 
recently equipped with two batteries consisting of 100 or more 
guns of an unspecified caliber, as well as eight machine guns of 
20 and 40 mm 0 caliber® 

2 0 One battalion of Marines is deployed between the island of Pomer 8 
Premantura and Cape Premantura. 

3 0 A small garrison of about ten men is stationed at Pomer, This garrison 
is equipped with a 20 mm® machine gun, end is entrusted with the task of 
forcing all boats sailing in the neighborhood to enter the port of 
Veruda or other harbors* 

4o Anti-landing exercises are often held, with the participation of armored 
cars from the garrison at Pola. 
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
